Marie E. Fortcnbery, home dem 
onstration agent in Pike c° un 7' 
gave 60 demonstrations ,„ 1931 in 
canning fruits, vegetables, sausage 
and poultry. Eighty-three women 
in the six homcmakers' club in the 
county canned 15,510 quarto of vege- 
tables, 20,819 quarts of fruit and 
100 quarts of poultry and sausage. 

In 11 communities without home- 
makers' clubs, where Mrs. Fortcn 
bery gave demonstrations, 1 18 worn 
en canned 21,778 quarts of vegeta- 
bles and 49,778 quarts of fruit. Last 
year was the first time that poultry 
was canned in the county. 

Mrs. Fortenbery also did special 
work to increase the consumption of 
butter, milk and cheese in the farm 
homes in Pike county. Thirty-nine 
housewives improved their methods 
of making butter, and 36 women 
learned how to make cheese. The 
work was carried on among 53 fam- 
ilies, and at the end of the year 41 
families were using their full quots 
of milk.

Dairyman emphasizes an idea that 
farmers everywhere should preach 
and practice — namely, that fanners 
should themselves use more dairy 
products.

When one orders a drink at a drug 
store, why not a milk-shake? 

"When we use these dairy pro- 
ducts on our own tables, we are 
keeping our own money at home. 
When we buy such products in town, 
we are making a market for dairy 
farmers and helping build up a dairy 
industry and so make Southern 
farming more profitable." 



A sudden rise in the corn market 
usually creates a demand for the 
neighborhood corn shelter.

To get the most food for your 
money especially if you have very 
little money, divide your food dollar 
in five parts, and spend it for five 
different kinds of food. This ad-' 
vice is included in a leaflet ' which 
comes today from the fiureau or 
Home Economics and the Extension 
Service 0 f the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, under the title "Getting 
the Most for Your Food Money." 
The leaflet includes two suggested* 
market lists, which show the quanti-'" 
ties of each of the necessary kinds 
of food a family of five shuold have ) 
each week. 

If there are children in the family, 
the Government home economists 
say, each dollar that goes for food 
should be spent like this: 25 cents 
for milk and cheese, 26 to 15 cents 
for butter, lard, or other fats and 
sugar or molasses, 15 to 20 cent* for 
meat, fish, and eggs. A family of 
adults would need less milk and 
cheese, and correspondingly more 
vegetables and fruit. 

And, the leaflet emphasizes, "The 
fewer dollars you have the more im- 
portant this is. If men and women 
are to feel well and able to work, if 
children are to be healthy and able 
to go to school, they must hav* 
enough food and they must have the 
RIGHT KINDS of food. It is lack 
of certain essential kinds of food as 
well as insufficient quantity of food 
produces pellagra, scurvy,
